The creation of an 
eighth ocean with a frontage 
of 8,000 miles, the excavation 
of 112 million cubic yards of 
soil, the pouring of three mi)l- 
lion cubic ya of concrete, 
the erection of a 3,300-ft. long 
power dam with a daily pro- 
duction of 1,800,000 kilowatts, 
the expenditure of more than 
$1,000m all these things 
are, after all, not an everyday 
event even in this early se- 
eand half of the 20th century. 
But because what was a maior 
surgical operation to the face 
of the earth went off pain- 
leasly, because it was carried 
through quietly by two Great 
Powers enjoying ideal neigh- 
bourly relations, because not 
only Canada and the U5., but 
all maritime nations will be- 
nefit by it. no deep interest, 
let alone passion, was arouse’ 
It would have been dif 
ferent had slave labour been 
employed, or had calamitous 
accidents occurred, It 
have been different 
enterprise been carried out 
on the moon or another ce- 
lestial body well away from 
the familiarearth.
